TO GET PENSIONS 


New Law Passed By Last 


Legislature Becomes Ef- 
fective—Board Must Be 
Named. 


Columbus, Sept. 4.—Ohio's new teach- 
iers pension law is now in effect 
and 
plans are under way for the organiza- 
tion of a state retirement board to ad- 
minister the system. 


The first step under the law will be 


the election by the teachers of two 
teacher-members 
of 
the 
retirement 


board. 
The superintendent of public 
instruction, the suite auditor and the 
attorney general are the other members 
of the board. 
The law 
appropriated 


$10,000 to establish the system, pro- 
vide offices and a secretary and other 
assistance. 
Actual 
operation of

system does not begin until September 
1, 192G, when the first payments will 
be made to the fund by the teachers. 


After that date each teacher will pay 


in four percent 
of his salary up to 


$2,000 and the boards of education will 
pay in 5.57. percent of their payrolls. 
The latter will be readjusted from time 
to time according to experience of the 
system. 
The state treasurer is made 


custodian of the fund. Superintendents, 
supervisors arid other executives are 
included^ in the 
plan, but on a $2,000 
basis if they receive more, money. 


Upon 
retirement 
after 36 years of 
service, the teacher will get not less 
than 5300 a year. If compelled to quit 
work because ^of illness, teachers will 
get at least 30 percent of the average 
annual salary • l*or the proceeding ten 
years, but no benefit is granted any- 
one Who has not taught at least ten 
years. Any teacher upon leaving the 
service before becoming a beneficiary 
will receive upon request, a refund of 
all he or she has paid into the fund, 
plus interest at four percent. 
Every .public 
school teacher, 
not 
teaching in a city which already has a 
pension system, will enter the state sys- 
tem next year, and teachers beginning 
to teach after September 1, 1920, must 
oin the fund. Existing pension systems 
in cities may be taken over by the state 
system upon vote of the teachers in 
the city. 
Before a city system can 
merge with the. state, its . assets and 
liabilities must- be avaluated and then 
the payments by the board for prior 
service' will -.be', such an amount as is 
necessary to sink the liabilities by the 
date the payments of other districts 
are reduced to the eventual figure of 
about 2.S' per cent of the payroll. Teach- 
ers in state, county, or municipally 
owned or controlled colleges and special 
institutions can come in on the same 
basis as public school teachers if the 
controlling body of the school will as- 
sume responsibility for payments the 
same as made by boards of education. 
They have until September 1, 1921, to 
decide to enter. 
Teachers payments to 


the fund will be deducted from the pay- 
roll.

OWED MUCH TO STEREOSCOPE 


How Commanders During the Great 


War 
Got 
Information 
of 


Vital Importance. 


The 
old-fashioned 
stereoscope 


played an important part in the 
world war. It supplied an angle to 
photographs, snapped from airplanes, 
that could not be obtained from the 
ordinary camera lens. Before its use 
the pictures all seemed flat, but the 
stereoscope added height, and thus 
steep slopes, that appeared in pic- 
tures like flat ground, were shown in 
their true characteristics, and the 
lives of men who would have to cover 
the ground in attack were saved. 


The airplane camera looks directly 


down on the spot to be photographed, 
making a picture as a one-eyed man 
would see it. A stereoscopic camera, 
in which the lenses are two aad 
three-quarters inches apa'rt, would not 
produce the stereoscopic effect. Pho- 
tographers decided to take pictures 
100 yards apart to give a view, just 
as a giant, with eyes 100 yards apart, 
would see it. 
These pictures were 


put on cardboard, and viewed through 
the stereoscope. At first a cottage 
looked like a tower, a bucket like a 
'well, a trench like a canyon, etc. The 
officers soon learned to translate these 
eccentricities, and the problem was 
solved. True pictures^.giving just the 
exact information desired, were then 
obtained by the airplane photogra- 
phers. 


The "Biblers." 


The Czecho-Slovaks, having attain- 


ed national independence, attain also 
the privilege of reading the Bible in 
the national tongue, so the British Bi- 
ble society is planning to print Czech 
Bibles purchasable for 50 cents each. 
Austrions and Italians have 
long 


called the "Czecho-Slo.vaks "Biblers." 
The Czech Bible was first printed in 
1475, but when the Czechs came under 
Austria the printing and reading of 
the Bible in their own language was 
forbidden. Copies of the Czech Bible 
were printed in other lands and smug- 
gled in, but were burned if discovered. 
Religious persecution, dating back to 
the time of John Huss, the Bohemian 
reformer of the fifteenth century, com- 
bined with political persecution to 
make the Czech Bible rare, but all the 
more highly valued. Although, in mod- 
ern days, the Austrian government 
permitted 
the 
circulation 
of 
the 


Czech Bible in the army, it continued 
to prohibit the circulation among the 
Czechs at home. 


Americans Eat Little Mutton. 


In Great Britain about'22 per cent 


of all meat consumed is mutton. In 
France it is. about 11 per cent. 
In 


Canada it is not quite 7, and in the 
United States is only about 3V2 per 
cent. Last year (1918) tha consump- 
tion of dressed meat (lard excluded) 
In the United States averaged 150_ 
pounds per person, of winch only 5 
were mutton and lainb. 


The British, the Canadians, and the 


French—all similar types of people 
and having habits of life similar to 
Americans—use less meat than Amer- 
icans do, but a much larger proportion 
comes from sheep. The United States 
gets its meat principally from cattle 
and hogs. Pork consumption is about 
14 times, and beef consumption about 
13 times, as great as our use of mut- 
ton and lamb. These are the annual 
averages for last year. 


Bag Changes Into a Float. 


A British invention for the relief of 


aeronauts making voyages over exten- 
sive stretches of water consists of a 
more or less circular gns bag in the 
center of which is stretched n "floor" 
of heavy fabric. 
Ordinarily, the raft 


is carried by the airship In the de- 
flated state; but in the event of acci- 
dent it can be inflated in a few min- 
utes to form a most serviceable raft. 
The bag is really a series of bags, oach 
being Inflated through a separate air 
valve. Simple oar locks and a pair of 
oars nre provided, for propulsion pur- 
poses.

A tobacco pipe of unusual design

Pipes vrifh stems a few feet 
long have been in use in different 
countries for many years, but their 
awkward length precluded their use 
outside of the house. The inventor of 
the pipe circumvented the difficulty by 
coiling the stem of the pipe like the 
tube of a cornet or signal horn. The 
coils are connected at their lower end 
to form a dripping chamber for receiv- 
ing the saliva which accumulates in 
the stem. Each coil has an independ- 
ent opening into the dripping chamber 
and a screw cap at the bottom gives 
access to it for the removal of the 
accumulated saliva.

Czechs, Compton appealed to the Keel 
Cross to look after them. 


The result has been that the Red 


Cross has colonized this group of chil- 
dren at Turgayak, a mountain resort 35

with

"datchas," or summer cottages, and is 
planning to consolidate with them var- 
ious other groups to the number of 300 
to 500 more.

Friends. 
Alfred J. Swan and Mrs. 


Swan, also Britishers, are looking after 
educational work among the children, 
and Miss' Lillian "U'elch, an American, 
is dcyoting her time to encouraging ag- 
riculture and to teaching English. 


Miss Welch, who came to Omsk to try 


to enlist more help, describing her work 
in the colony, said: 


"The children are very anxious to 


learn English and are eager to hear all 
about America. 
A group of girls have 


been in the scout movement and when 
they'learned llrat I-'had been an organ- 
izer in Honolulu they, begged rne to 
come and live with them and teach 
them. .Every American who visits the 
camp is besieged with questions."

the proviso that Doridot give his word 
ot honor to return to the camp once 
the object of his journey was accomp- 
lished. 


Arriving at Besancon, he was held 


by the French authorities who were 
suspicious because ot the unprecedent- 
ed authority of a private1 being released 
on parole by the Germans. 


While he was detained at rscsancon 


his mother died. The voyage to Moulin 
was then without object. 


True to his word Dorclot relumed to 


Germany and presented himself at the 
camp.
